ENOUGH IS ENOUGH!!! 
ATTENTION ALL FLORIDA HAMS 
By Bill McInnis, WA4WBG 

On May 7, 1990, the Gainesville City Commission passed on 
first reading an ordinance to place a moratorium on the erection 
of any antenna towers in single-family dwelling zones. This 
section was opposed by virtually every ham in the area. 

The reasons given in a letter from the city attorney to the 
commission for the ban were health, safety and welfare concerns 
of residents. To date, we are not aware of nor has any instance 
been cited where the health, safety or welfare of any resident has 
been affected in any way. agar 

On June 4th, the Gainesville City Commission met and passed 


‘the Tower Moratorium. The ordinance was passed unanimously 


despite citation of case law in where court decisions have been 
clear and decisive that total bans did not meet the test of 
reasonable provisions for amateur radio services per FCC 
Declaratory Ruling PRB-1. It was also noted that elected officials 
do not have sovereign immunity when they act illegally, but only 
from lawful acts in the course of their duties. There was no at- 
tempt to modify the ordinance to comply with PRB-1. (Note: 
PRB-1 did not establish any minimum tower height, cases 
decided thus far have overturned 35- and 50-foot limits and one 
granted plaintiffs request for 73 feet.) 

The negative effects of such a ban are many. (Some of them 
are very serious. ) 

1. It would totally prohibit amateur radio operators 
from erecting antenna towers to provide emergency 
_communications in the event of a local, regional or national 
_ disaster or emergency. 
2.It would prevent amateur radio operators from 
erecting antenna towers which would then be available in 
the event of a future disaster or emergency. 

Both are critical in time of disaster or emergency. It is the in- 
place communications capability of personally owned and 
operated equipment coupled with the history and tradition of 
amateur radio operators willingness to volunteer their services 
and capabilities both at their home and temporary emergency 
locations that has provided the quick response to the com- 
munications needs of local, state, national and international 
government organizations and private organizations in times of 
disaster. 

The most disturbing thing here really has nothing to do with 
antenna towers or whether one is for, against or indifferent 
toward them and that is the elected officials of the City of 
Gainesville enacting an ordinance that certainly appears to vio- 
late the law. ; 

This action by the Gainesville, Florida, City Commission is, 
but one example of the trends over the past few decades that have 
led to declining numbers of amateur radio operators in the 
United States. Also, recently in Florida, the communities of 
Bradenton and Pinellas Park have chosen to do battle with hams 
over their towers. 

Why are hams being driven out of existence? In a word, their 
towers are ugly to some neighbors: and there is occasional in- 
terference to television or radio reception. This latter problem 
has declined in recent years, largely due to the untiring efforts of 
Senator Barry Goldwater, K7UGA, who passed for legislation 
requiring manufacturers of electronic equipment: to meet RFI 
testing standards. The increased use of cable television has 
played a large part as well. 
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We are deeply sorry to report the passing of the 
following Florida Amateurs. If you hear of any in 
your area, kindly advise yea Editor.

At that time the license examination had a question: ‘(Draw a diagram of a broad- 
cast transmitter, including a 500kc monitor receiver.’’ The diagrams available were 
stripped to essentials, as well as, being strictly memory and were good for a sure 10 
points on the exam. 

I have not read the broadcast regulations in many years and the regulation may still 
be there for all I know. I forgot to mention once-upon-a-time the broadcast license 
exam called for 16 words per minute code speed. :

CW nets are supposed to operate with snap — not a wasted 
moment during QND — small, talk, QSO’s are before QND or 
after QNF-. It is difficult to run a CW net with snap at eight to ten 
- words per minute, but NCS’s should send an obvious pair off fre- 
quency as quickly as possible. To take a number of further check- 
ins or to send the QNS list and then pass traffic is not operating as 
efficiently as possible. 

Also, be careful of speed when on net frequency. Off frequency 
do whatever the pair can handle. But, on frequency remember 
that even though most of the net members may copy in excess of

NEW STATE A.R.E.S. NET

In way of background the state decided to start a RACES Net 
on 3990.5 at 10:00 a.m. EDT and discontinue the net at 9:00 a.m. 
This change was effective June 1, 1990.

Thus, the ARES was effective June 1, 1990 and Fred Ritter, 
W4F', volunteered as net manager. This net operates Monday 
through Friday. 

The purpose of the net is to train ARES personnel, to serve as a 


vehicle for the dissemination of and the exchange of information 


pertinent or relevant to the operations of the ARES organization, 
the broadcasting of ARRL bulletins and the handling of all types 
of message traffic. It maintains liaison with the NTS. All radio 
amateurs are cordially invited to join and participate in the 
operation of the net. ;

THE MYTHS ABOUT NICADS 
By R. Mersures, AG6K 
Some people believe that it’s best to let a NiCd pack run 
completely down to zero volts before recharging. This is an ac- 
ceptable practice with solid piate NiCds, but it is the quickest way 


' to short out a sintered-plate NiCd battery. (The sealed-type of 


NiCd used in amateur radio equipment. ) 

According to one NiCd supplier, General Electric, a NiCd 
battery should never be discharged below 1.1 volts per cell. 
Allowing the cell voltage pack to go to zero may also cause one or 
more of the cells in a battery pack to reverse polarize in the last 
few moments of discharge. The normal constant-current charge 
rate of one-tenth of the ampere-hour capacity of the cell, written 
as .1C isn’t usually enough current to reverse the wrong polarity 
of the cell. This means that one cell won’t recharge until it is 
reversed by a much-larger current. A voltage-regulated pulse 
charger can usually supply enough initial charging current to 
reverse a reversed cell. 

Another myth about NiCd batteries is that they have a 
“memory’”’ which causes them to lose C. I have seen many NiCds 
that have lost part of their C; this was due to loss of electrolyte- 
caused by overcharging and overheating. New NiCds can gain C 
after a few charge/discharge cycles and appears to be a normal 
‘occurrance with newly-manufactured cells. I have never seen the 
“memory effect’’ discussed in NiCd literature. 

A final myth is that NiCds should be stored fully discharged 
and shorted out. This is almost certain to cause an eventual, but 
fatal, short circuit between the plates of the sintered-plate NiCd. 

The proper way to store a NiCd is to charge the battery, place 
it in a plastic container sealed so that it can’t be accidentally 
shorted, and put in a freezer. You’ll need to repeat this process 
every three years.

SAREX ROBOT Q.S.0. MACHINE 
By Walt Dixson, W4DWN 

The goal of the robot is to provide an automated operation which 
can proceed without much human intervention. 

Let’s take a look at the Robot QSO ‘‘machine.”’ A minimum QSO 
can be defined as the two-way exchange of information, with 
acknowledgement. ; 

The following is an example of a two-way QSO between W4IYT 
and the SAREX Robot running the call WA4SIR-1, as seen on 
W4IYT’s terminal screen: 

W4IYT types the connect command which is echoed back, C 
WAG4SIR-1. When the contact is accomplished the next three lines 
are seen: 

***CONNECTED to WA4SIR-1 

No. 191 — Tnx QSO with the SAREX Shuttle 
‘“ROBOT’”’ automatic QSO machine*** 
DISCONNECTED ‘ 

This exchange has been designed to include all the ‘‘legal”’ 
elements of QSO. 

The robot must hear the station’s ACK in order to declare the 
QSO “‘good’’ and enter it into the log. If no ACK is received the QSO 
is not entered. The user knows he had a QSO because he receives a 
disconnect and his call was immediately placed in the **QSL” log. 

The Robot QSO machine is configured to be working on up to 
nine simultaneous connections. .

Thus the principle impediment to amateur radio activity is 
local ordinances and restrictive covenants prohibiting or unduly 
restricting the amateurs from putting up towers for their an- 
tennas. The FCC tried to stem this flood of local restrictions by 
issuing PRB-1. This was to make clear the Federal pre-emption of 
ordinances enacted by local government entities which 
unreasonably restricted amateur radio service. This did not 
bring to an end to such restrictions since the question of what was 
an unreasonable restriction now had to be litigated on a case-by- 
case basis. While the cases that have been tried have consistently 
upheld the right of hams to erect towers in accordance with PRB- 
1, the cost of litigation is excessive for hams to bear individually 
and it is difficult to finance a class action that has to be fought 
over and over again in each city and county of the land. 

Thus far, the legal battles have been at local level then to 
Federal District and Appeals Courts. Perhaps it is time to ask the 
State of Florida to formally recognize PRB-1 by appropriate 
limits on local government authority (state charter) consistent 
with PRB-1. 

A recent article in the ‘Rutgers Computer and Technology 
Law Journal’’ examined this problem and strongly recommended 
that the FCC expand PRB-1 and be more explicit about what is 
reasonable. Furthermore, it was recommended that legislation 
be enacted that recognized the public health and safety con- 
siderations of the amateur radio service by prohibiting such

restrictions in restrictive covenants as well. 

Every year some part of the State of Florida is threatened with 
one or more hurricanes in addition to fires, accidents and other 
types of disasters that can strike without warning. In view of this 
it seems reasonable that Florida should be one of the states to 
recognize the need for a ready-and-available pool of hams who 
are equipped to provide emergency communications by enacting 
legislation which exempts amateur radio towers and antennas 
from any local ordinance or covenant not based on health or 


safety considerations. No one argues that these towers should not 


be constructed and erected in a safe manner, but the record 
shows that these ordinances and covenants have as a primary 
purpose banning or height restrictions purely for aesthetic 
reasons. Even hams would concede that the beauty of such a 
tower to hams is not shared by the general public. But, is this 
beauty or lack of thereof sufficient reason to deny the public in- 
terest in effective emergency communications or is the public 
interest best served by protecting hams from local efforts to 
restrict amateur radio communications activity and capability. 

The time has come for hams in Florida to ask their elected 
representatives in the legislature and the governor to support 
legislation that would end this harassment of hams and to nullify 
such clauses in restrictive covenants as it applies to amateur 
radio towers and antennas which so ably serve the public interest 
in times of need. 


This will take ham club efforts in each County of Florida 


working together to get action on this issue.
